EDITORIAL VISITS. 


Through the region: ‘of our) late Sierra 
visit, extending from El Dorado County to: 
the edge of Plumas, are many pleasant, 
prospering towns. The most of them are 
steadily changing in their bueiness charac- | 
ter. From mining villages they are becom- | ¢; 
ing regular centers of agricultural interest, 
as points of trade, and of smaller manufac- 
tories for quite a settled country around 
them. Regions once thought too hilly, rug- 
ged and dry éver to be successfully cultivat-- 
ed, are now found more easily tilled, richer, 
and more certain in agricultural produc- 
tions, more healthy, and of a more agreea- 
ble climate, than the most of Ohio. _The 
result is, that as the lighter surface mining 
of the Sierras is Jess and less remunerative, 
soon to be abandoned entirely, the mount- 
ain regions are becoming settled by a farm- 
ing population, but remaining, to a large 
extent, in the villages once occupied as min- 
ing towns. These towns generally recover 
but very slowly from the demoralizing in- 
fluences of the former adventurous class of 
single miners, whose only object was to 
seize what they could of gold and to hasten 
away elsewhere. And-some of them do not 
recover at all, going on yet in the old de- 
moralizing course. 

There is seen in these towns a decided 
difference, whether the Gospel of Christ has 
been regularly preached in them or not, for 
it is the Christian religion alone which 
affords any effectual power for the advance- 


ment of virtue, or any successful resistance 


to vice and degradation. 


In Mud Springs, El Dorado County, the 


people have generally enjoyed the labors of 
one or two good settled ministers, though 


for the last four years they seem to have 
been generally united in supporting the one 


minister of a Congregational church: But 
once a month, or oftener, an Episcopal 


minister, Rev. Mr. Pierce, from Placerville, | 
has very acceptably held service in the: 


Daring the last year the Congregational 
minister has been Rev. Mr. Ellis, who, 
through the first year of his work, has se- 
cured the high regard and esteem of the 
people, bidding fair for-much usefulness in 
the cause of Christ through the future years 
of his ministry. 

At Iowa Hill, Placer Colidey, ¢ the old, 
driving, reckless, energetic mining residents 
have changed into a quiet, settled, charch- | 
going community of families, who, in larger | 
proportion than in most. of the other towns, | 
assemble at the house of God'on the Sab- 
bath. ‘They all unite in the one church of | 
the Methodist Episcopalians, and seem pros- 
pering in every good work. The.cause.of 


temperance is here flourishing, advanced 
by a large organization of Good Templars, 


whose cheerful gatherings of both males 
and females, in a good cause, afford a means 
of: pleasant and profitable intercourse, long 
felt as a need in California. 


Ten miles north of Iowa Hill is another 


prospering mountain town, called Dutch 
Fiat. It enjoys the advantages’ of two 
good churches, the Union and the Method- 
ist.. We know not the .lately appointed 
pastor of the latter, but of the first, Rev. 
J. E. Benton has been the acting minister 
and Bishop, for nearly a year, and will con- 
tinue so for the future. A large proportion 
of the population of the place habitually 
attend worship, and receive a great advan- 
tage in the increase of social good. order, 


intelligence, morality, and religious benefit, | 


with a vast saving of money; which, without 
these churches, they certainly would ex- 
pend in ways tending to, or involving, vice. 

As an illustration of this, in San Fran- 


cisco, the utterly useless and directly ruinous | 


drinking of intoxicating liquors is so great 
that, on the average, for every sixty-seven 
persons, men, women, and children, a liquor 
dealer is supported. The average support 
of a liquor dealer is certainly as high as 
twelve hundred dollars a year. Now, a 
good minister ought to have at least twice, 
or three times, this support from a thousand 
temperance persons of a congregation. 
This is only one item in vices which the’ 
church influence opposes.. Add to this the 
average expenses of Sabbath rides and ex- 


cursions, theaters, balls, gambling, billiards, 


and other vices, and how immensely the 
expeneé in dollars, runs up for the support 
of irreligious concerns, while the thousand 
who support the good minister and attend 
a good church of God, have the whole. in- 
fluence of their religious advantages, re- 


straining them from these useless or sinful : 
expenses, and giving them the immense | 


benefits of religion, both here and hereafter, 
at an expense very light indeed, compared 
with that of the others in their many vicious 
expenses. Thus, the saving by the church, 
in money alone, is immensely great in view 
of what would be lost without the church. 
But, one may-ask, could he not do without 
‘both the expense of the church and the ex- 
pense of these vices ? The answer is that, 
as a fast people will notdo without both, ' 
they will meet the expense of the church, 
or of vice, one or the other. In civilized 
lands there is no standard for virtue and the 
conscience, except that which Christianity 
gives, and, if a man turns away from Christ- 
ianity, he turns away from the very thing 
which braces him: against vice, and hence 
he is liable to fall into it. And without a 
church, or divine worship, there is little or 
no Christianity, though the traditions of it 


may remain for a time, restraining one, in| 


“First Pare. then. Peaceable — without and without Hypocrisy: 
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vice. This,’ tt thé support-of the” 
house of God and an able minister involves’ 
immensely less expense than the’ doing’ 
without them. A'‘thousand Christians, on 
the average, do not do as much in meeting 
expenses for Christianity as seventy-five, or 
even fifty, we judge, do for and’ 
cious indalgences.

preaching perhaps nine times a year; at 
which only a few have attended. Verily, this 
worthless éxpense would support twenty- 
five, thirty, or forty able ministers of 
the church of Christ, all opposing these and 
other vices. But such is the world, gene- 
rally, at present. A man can’serve God or 
the devil, just as he has a mind to; but the 
devil demands of him immense expenses, 
with little good here, and eternal evil here- 
after. 

So much for Dutch Flat. Now away 
over many towns, on to the north, almost 


always excepting the quiet, romantic little 
Methodist town of Forest City. We alight 
in the old, famed, high mountain town of 
Downievillé, though it is down at the bot- 
tom of the vast canyon of the North Yuba 
River, over three thousand feet deep. Here 
the long enjoyed preaching of the gospel, 
in two good churches, yet exerts a hallow- 
ing influence, though, in the large emigra- 
tion from this place, as from other mining 
towns, most of the members of the Congre- 
gational church have moved away, and their 
church building is closed, while a fair num- 
ber yet attend at the Methodist church, 
composed of both societies united. The 
expectation is that they will so remain, 
forming one fair Methodist church and so- 
ciety. These unions are desirable, when 
they are consistent with conscience and the 
greatest Christian effiicency for good. 

We nave referred to these three places 
as of more interest, in a religious point of 
view, than most others in the mountains, 


‘not, in this trip, visit—such as Auburn, in
